After a brief executive session without 
opening the doors, the Senate took a recess 
until 2 o’clock, at which time, there being 
no further nom inations, they adjourned. 
THE NOMINATIONS. 
W a sh in g to n, March 21st.—The Pres­ 
ident sent the following nom inations to 
the Senate to-day: 
Miles C. Moore of W alla W alla, W ash­ 
ington Territory, Governor of W ashing­ 
ton Territory. 
H enry Nl Blane of 
M ontana, Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of Montana. 
jo h n D. Flem ing of Colorado, United 
States Attorney for the District of Colorado. 


W IL L SOON A D JO U R N . 


T h e S e n a te L ik e ly to C o n c lu d e I t s S ession 
N e x t W e e k . 
W a sh in g to n, March 21st—In the exec­ 
utive session of the Senate this afternoon 
Sherm an announced that President H ar­ 
rison had informed him that he (the Pres­ 
ident) would be so far along with his nom ­ 
inations that the Senate m ight conveni­ 
ently adjourn next week. It is the ex­ 
pectation that the special session will end 
on Thursday or Friday next. 
In order to assist the President in his in­ 
tention, the Senate did not take its usual 
three-day recess to-day, but will meet again 
to morrow. This notification makes 
it 
practically certain that no legislative busi­ 
ness will be transacted before the adjourn­ 
ment. 
There will probably be, however, some 
discussion of the resolutions introduced 
yesterday by Butler, declaring 
hat the 
Senate has power to elect a President pro 
tempore for service during the entire term 
of Congress, a decision by the Senate be­ 
ing desired by a num ber of Senators upon 
that disputed point. 
In executive session to-day the Senate 
confirmed a num ber of Territorial and 
postal nominations, comprising all that 
had up to date been reported from the 
committee. 


T H E M E X IC A N M ISSIO N . 


P re s id e n t H a rris o n B e q u e sts a n I n t e r ­ 
v iew W ith M r. M iz n er. 


W a sh in g to n, March 21st —Senator Stan­ 
ford called upon the President to-day and 
urged him very strongly to appoint L. B. 
Mizner Minister to Mexico. 
H e spoke ot 
the great interest the Pacific coast has in 
the selection of a good m an for this post. 
The California railroads were being ex­ 
tended into Mexico, he said, and the South­ 
ern Pacific, along the southern border, was 
a California enterprise. 
The President said that there were a num ­ 
ber of candidates for the place, but none of 
them seemed to him to possess all the 
requisite qualifications for the place. 
He 
said he considered the Mexican Mission 
one of the most im portant in his gift, and 
he w;shed to m ake no mistake in the choice 
of a Minister. H e asked Senator Stanford 
to bring Mr. Mizner to see him , and to­ 
morrow they will call upon the President. 


R E D T A P E M UST GO .

W a sh in g t o n , March 21st.—The special 
comm ittee appointed in the last Congress 
to investígale the methods of doing busi 
ness in the executive departments, of which 
Cockrell is Chairman, has com- 
Senator „ —...... 
...un. una uum* 
pleted its work, and the report is being pre­ 
pared. by Cockrell, who has really beeu the 
committee. It will be made to the Senate 
in a few days. 
The document is an exhaustive and im ­ 
portant one. containing illustrations of how 
red tape and senseless adherence to forms 
and precedents interm pts and retards the 
dispatch of public business. The report 
will show that some departments—the 
Pension and Land Bureaus, for instance— 
require a* Jong time as four or five years 
to settle a claim or get information of cer­ 
tain kinds. Ciairns filed as fai hack as 
1884 in thpse bureaus are still undisposed 
of. In some otfices efforts are m aking to 
get out of the old rules and adopt new 
and better methods, with the result that 
business is dispatched with great accuracy, 
more speedily, and with more benefit to 
those interested. 
The Paymaster-General’s office is up with 
the current business, and requests for in ­ 
formation are answered w ithin twenty- 
four hours. 
In the 
Surgeon-General’s 
office Dr. Ainsworth has introduced a card 
index, by the use of which he has caaght 
up with business that was over a year be­ 
hind at the time he took hold, and has 
been able to furnish inf ¡rmation in 72 per 
cent, of the cases, as against 59 per cent, 
under the old style. 
Cockrell says there is, however, in m any— 
if not most—cases a disposition 10 ignore 
improved ways of doing business, and the 
repoit will 
recommend, among 
other 
things, that a Commission be appointed 
with authority and direction to institute 
reforms. 


P L U M B A N D V EST. 


T w o R e p u b lic a n S e n a to rs W h o D o N ot 
A d m ire R e td . 
W a sh in g t o n, March 21st.—There is no 
truth in the published statem ent that an 
attack upon the nom ination of W hitelaw 
Reid, to be Minister to France, was made 
in the executive session of the Senate yes­ 
terday. Mr. Reid's nom ination was re­ 
ported favorably from the Committee on 
Foreign 
Relations 
yesterday. 
Senator 
Evans asked for its im mediate considera­ 
tion, but Senator Plum b objected, as he 
desires a day to lapse after the nom inations 
are reported before they are acted upon. 
This morning, when the case came up 
in executive session, Senator Vest asked 
that it might lay over until to-morrow, and 
his request was complied with. 
Both Senators Plum b and Vest dislike 
Reid, because they have been assailed in 
the columns of the Tribune, but it is not 
believed that they intend to m ake a fight 
against his confirmation.

A M inor M ay T ak a Up L and U n d er Oar- 
tain C on ditions. 
W a sh in g to n, March 21st.—The Interior 
D epartm ent has made an im portant land- 
entry ruling. The existing law provides 
that an entry of land made by a m inor un­ 
der any of the various laws is invalid. The 
Departm ent has decided that an entry 
made by a person under 21 years of age 
who has to support a mother, brother or 
other near relative, provided he complies 
with the requirem ents of the law, is a per­ 
son whose age in snch cases is not a barrier 
to prevent him from m aking a land entry. 


T H E C H IN K IA N G R IO T . 


P a rticu la rs o l th e A ffair—T h e L ead ers to 
b e P u n ish ed . 
W a sh in g to n, March 21st.—Consul Jones 
at Chin Kiang reports to the State Depart­ 
ment the particulars of the Chinese riot 
there on February 5th. It appears that the 
Chinese were celebrating a holiday and 
some boys and young men stormed and 
stoned the policemen around the B ritish 
Consulate aud were repulsed, one m an be­ 
ing injured. Rum or had it that he was 
killed. 
This angered the Chinese, and a mob of 
20,000 soon gathered and surrounded the 
B ritish and American Consulates, w hich 
i were barricaded. 
A sm all force of Chinese 
j police sent to disperse the mob were routed. 
i A force of 300 troops thenSam ved, but 


could do nothing. 
Consul Jones and fam ­ 
ily then fled to the British Consulate and 
on being joined by the B ritish Consul and 
family, made their escape from the build­ 
ing and succeeded in climbing a bluff at the 
rear, whence they succeeded in reaching a 
m ail steamer in the river. 
The mob then burned the British Con­ 
sulate and several buildings, including the 
American Mission. The American Lega­ 
tion building was set on fire twice and 
failed to burn, but the mob robbed it of 
everything but a large iron safe, and also 
looted other buildings. 
Later they stormed 
the mail steamer, but failed to capture it. 
Two days later a British man-of-war, 
Consul-General Kennedy of Shanghai, and 
leading Chinese officials arrived. 
S ood 
things were quiet, and the American flag 
is again flying from the legation. Chinese 
troops were put on guard, and the authori­ 
ties acquiesced in the demand of the 
B ritish and U nited States Consuls for the 
arrest and pnnishm ent of the leaders of 
the mob and the settling of all damages to 
foreigners who were killed or injured during 
the riot.

D A N G E R A H E A D . 


A n A c t T h at M igh t P r ecip ita te B lood sh ed 
In O k lah om a. 
W a sh in g t o n, 
March 21st.—A private 
letter has been received here from Lieuten­ 
ant Carson, in com m and of the forces en­ 
gaged in expelling intruders from Okla­ 
homa, in which be says that he appre­ 
hends bloodshed iu the event that the Presi­ 
dent’s proclamation opening the country 
to settlem ent fixes a day certain in the 
future for the adm ittance of settlers to this 
coveted region. Lieutenant Carson thinks 
that if the country is opened on the date of 
the proclamation all will be well, as bona 
fide settlers will get their lands before the 
advent of the thieves, blacklegs, rum sellers 
and gamblers, who will invade the country 
if they are given notice in advance of the 
precise time when they can legally do so.

W a sh in g t o n, March 21st.—The nom ina­ 
tion of Lewis Wolfley, to be Governor of 
Arizona, is still pending before the Com­ 
mittee on Territories. Senator Platt, the 
Chairman, said to-dav: 
“ We are waiting 
to hear and read all 'that m ay be offered 
for and against General Wolfley. 
W hen

W a sh in g t o n, March 21st —A favorable 
report upon the gunboat Yorktown has 
beeD m ade by the Board. She has been 
completed in accordance with the contract,

weights of every description. The Board 
is impressed by her clean condition and 
smoothness. She could be put into com­ 
mission im m ediately if her dynam os were 
set np and connected and "her battery 
supplied.

W a sh in g to n, March 21st.—The W ash­ 
ington Territory Gubernatorial fight was

By Luce s retire­ 
m ent Commodore Harm ony will be pro­ 
moted to Rear-Admiral, Captain Ramsay 
to be Commodore, Commander Casey to be 
Commodore and Lientenant-Commander 
Bradford to he Commander. 
H a rris o n ’s F ir s t P a rd o n . 
W a sh in g t o n, March 21st—The Presi­ 
dent has commuted to im prisonm ent for 
life the sentence of death imposed in the 
case of Albert Green (colored), convicted of 
m urder in the District of Columbia in Sep­ 
tember last and sentened to be hanged on 
the 5th of April. This is the first crim inal 
c.ise in which President H arrison has exer­ 
cised his clemency.

Eagle Hotel, by an overdose of m orphine.

This morning, on opening the door, they 
found him dead and a partial bottle of 
m orphine by his side. There were also a 
new revolver that had never been tired, $60 
in money, and letters writted in a note­ 
book to his father and wife, stating that he 
R3 going to comm it the a c t; that his life 
was miserable and that he knew he was 
not in his right mind. At the inquest the 
above facts were brought out and a verdict 
rendered accordingly. 


T E R R IB L Y IN JU R E D . 


A c c id e n t to a n A riz o n a 
M an T h ro u g h 
H is C a re le ssn e ss. 
H olbrook (A. T.), March 21st.—Otto 
Schmidt, a German and ranchm an of sev­ 
eral years near Winsiow. after having fin­ 
ished his Saturday’s work, turned 
his 
mules loose to graze until Monday. On 
Sun ay, seeing that they had strayed, he 
started to hunt them , carrying with him a 
double-barreled gun. 
H e saw them at 
some distance hetow Brigham City, when 
placing his gun upright against a bush, he 
went to the anim als and started them back, 
and then returned for the gun, which he 
took hold of with the left hand near the 
muzzle. 
In pulling the weapon toward him , the 
ham m ers caught in the limbs of the bush 
and the charge in the gun was exploded, 
sending both loads of snot into his hand, 
arm, face, neck and head, beside powder- 
burning his face terribly.

A N O T H E R “ H O L D U P .” 


M a sk e d B a n d its R o b a R a ilro a d T ra in in 
A riz o n a . 
H olbrook (A. T.), March 21st.—The 
East-bound passenger train, No. 2, of the 
A tlantic and Pacific, in Canyon Diablo, last 
night, was halted by obstructions. An at­ 
tem pt to proceed was met with a volley of 
shots, and four masked men appeared by 
the engine, heavily arm ed. The engineer 
was made a prisoner, and the messenger of 
Wells, Fargo & Co.’s Express car was or­ 
dered to snrrenker. 
The robbers broke into the car and car­ 
ried ofl the treasure. 
The train was then 
allowed to go on. It is not known now 
m uch the robbers secured. 
No attem pt was made to molest the pas­ 
sengers. 
Sheriff Larson of this place, with aposse, 
started in pursuit of the robbers. The lat­ 
ter, however, have a long start, and the 
trail is difficult to follow. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
A lbu q u erq u e (N. M.), March 21st.—Last 
night, as the East-bound A tlantic and P a­ 
cific passenger-train was pulling through 
the Canyon Diablo, west of Winslow, A ri­ 
zona, it was boarded by four masked men. 
The train was moving slowly, and the rob­ 
bers mounted the locomotive without any 
difficulty. 
By threats of shooting they 
forced the engineer to stop the train. 
One of the men stood guard over the 
locomotive, while the others took the fire­ 
men to the express-car and compelled him , 
by threats, to call to Wells, Fargo <fc Co.’s 
express-me3senger to open the door.

H e hail between $200 and $300 in pack­

One of the men at the vineyard informed 
the supposed Tascott that officers were 
looking for him, and he disappeared yes­ 
terday and is presumed to be hiding in the 
m ountains. The officers are conducting a 
thorough search. 


A SA D CA SE. 


A lice L u c h s tn g e r’s D e a th N o t C a u se d by 
A c c id e n t. 
N evada Cit y , March 21sL—It is ascer­ 
tained this m orning that Alice Lnchsinger, 
the 14-year-old girl, who was killed yester­ 
day by a gunshot wound, committed sui­ 
cide. Monday she asked her school-teacher 
if death by shooting in the head or breast 
was painful. Tuesday afternoon she bade 
several of her schoolmates good-bye. Wed­ 
nesday morning she asked her brother 
Frank if the gun was loaded. 
Before comm itting the deed Bhe unfast­ 
ened her clothing and bared her breast. 
The shot entered the heart. It is not known 
that there was any cause for the suicide, 
aside from the fact that she may have been 
tem porarily deranged.

C a p ta in S e n g ra v e ’n R e c o rd G ives K ise to 
T u rb u lc u t üocnei* 
L o n d o n, March 21 >t— I d ihe Commons, 
this afternoon, Baron de Worms, Parlia­ 
m entary Colonial Secretary, read a tele­ 
gram from the Cape, saying that Captain 
Seagrave was dismissed from tbs-Cape in ­ 
fantry service in 1885 for gross neglect of 
duty and breach of trust. 
Tbe reading of the dispatch was followed 
by a scene of great disorder. 
The Irish 
members rose and cheered and there were 
cries of “ Pigott,” “ Pigott,'’ “Remember 
Mitebelstown.' etc. Quiet was restored. 
Balfour. Chief Secretary for Ireland, said 
that he suspended Seagrave, but preferred 
not to dismiss him until the documentary 
evidence of his guilt was received. 
The Home Secrelary, 
Matthews, ad­ 
m itted that Police Inspector Andrews vis­ 
ited America since the passage of the Par­ 
nell Commission bill, but he did not know 
w hether Andrews had seen LeCaron, the 
informer, or not. 
Captain Seagrave commanded the Con­ 
stables at tbe Mitebelstown riots in 1887. 
On the vote on Bailout's salary Morley 
severely criticised the Government’s action 
in carrying on "a furtive and clandestine 
battle behind its opponent's backs.” 
Bradlaugh moved that Balfour's salarv 
be reduced by £500. 
Morley adduced a mass of details re­ 
specting the witnesses for the Times, with a 
view ot disproving ot the Government's 
professions of neutrality. 
Balfour had 
professed that he had not followed the pro­ 
ceedings of the Parnell Commission with 
m uch interest. That was surprising. 
In 
regard to the proposed vote of censure, it 
would be irrational to propose it now, be­ 
cause fresh disclosures were made daily, 
but it would come in good time. 
Balfour, amid continued opposition and 
laughter, described the charge that the 
Government was connected with the Times 
through Houston and Pigott, as a scandal­ 
ous and unfounded libel. The opposition, 
he said, revelled in libel, while affecting to 
regard it as the most shocking of crimes. 
For asking how it was that witnesses 
were intim idated, Balfour was called to 
order by the Chairm an. Continuing, he 
said the Government volunteered no infor­ 
mation for the purposes of the Commission, 
but they were wiliiDg to give it to either 
side when required. 
Sir W illiam Vernon H arcourt said the 
fact that Irish constables were subpenaed 
did not make it necessary for them to re­ 
m ain in London tor m onths, unless they 
were performing distinct services for the 
Times. 
Bradlaugh said 
the Government had 
w ithheld from the persons accused m atter 
m aterial to their defense. 
Healy said he tried to cross-examine 
Soames on his mode of getting up evidence, 
but the Times' 
chief attorney, Justice 
Sm ith— 
The Chairman, interrupting, called upon 
Healy to withdraw his refeience to her 
Majesty’s Judge. 
Balfour, again rising to answer criticism, 
taunted the Parnellites 
with 
allowing 
Pigott to escape after he had confessed the 
forgery. 
O’Connor was called to order for charg­ 
ing Lord Salisbury and Balfour with trying 
to galvanize the Parnell forgeries into life 
again. 
A n exciting scene ensued. 
O’Connor 
twice refused to withdraw his rem arks as 
far as they concerned Lord Salisbury, 
amid the approving cries of his colleagues. 
The Chairman appealed to the members 
of both sides to assist him in keeping order, 
but he did not further insist upon the with­ 
drawal of O'Connor's rem ark. 
O’CoDnor charged that the Times was 
equally guilty of allowing Pigott to go 
alter he confessed the forgeries. 
W hen the division was called, Chamber­ 
lain crossed the house and sat chatting 
with Ritchie, a member of the Cabinet. 
His presence on tbe Ministerial side of the 
house called forth from the Opposition 
hilarious cries of “At last you are in vour 
proper place!” 
Bradlaugh's motion was rejected—272 to 
211.

The outrage jterpetrated this week by 
drunken Yale College students, who pulled 
down and injured th e bronze statue of the 
d -tinguished scientist, Benjamin Silliman,

every self-respecting man in the U nited

’es. These respectable hoodlums should

tied to the tail of a cart and lashed 
t rough the streets as a warning to all 
y. 
tits who make a practice of “larking 
i i. 
Professor Sillim an’s friends are num- 
1" red in the world hr the million, and to 
aii these the insult to his memory will be 
must keenly felt. 
It is all the more bu­ 
rr 'ii.uiug that it was committed in the citv 
fur which he did so much, and by students 
ol the college in whose interests he gave 
th e greater part of his life’s labors. 
Pro­ 
fessor Sillim an was graduated from Yale 
in 1796, and became a tutor in the school 
in 1799. 
In 1800 he was adm itted to the 
bar, but abandoned the profession to de­ 
vote his life to the study of natural sci­ 
ence, taking the chair in Yale of Chem­ 
istry and N atural History. 
From that 
tim e uo man in America was so devoted a 
student of the studies to which he dedi­ 
cated himself. 
H e was perm itted to go 
¿rimad to make deeper research, and in 
Europe became a disciple of tire most dis­ 
tinguished scientists of the world. 
In 
l vüfi he resumed his chair in the colleger 
and was then 
the 
best 
scientifically 
.- nipped man of the nation. 
In 1853 he 
mus made Professor Em eritus. 
In the 
m eantim e he entered upon geological st'.rdv 
and research, and became eminent in 
that branch of science also. 
In 1808 
he 
induced 
Y ale 
to 
purchase 
the 
Perkins Cabinet, and not many vears 
P vr he secured the loan of the magnifi- 
i 
i Gibbs collection for his college, and 
t' .1 splendid property in 1825 became the 


1 ruperty of the college through hLs exer­ 
tions. 
In 1807 he examined the famous 
"Weston meteor of th at year, and made the 
first analysis and wrote the first scientific 
account of a meteor in America. 
In 1811 
he entered upon iris experim ents on the 
compound oxy-hvdric blow-pipe, and was 
the first to demonstrate the possibility of 
treating refractory ores. 
H e was the first 
in this country to obtain, according to the 
Davy theory of the m etallic bases of the 
alkalies, the metals sodium and potassium. 
I I j discovered the fusion of the carbon in 
tic voltaic arc; he explored the W yoming 
valley for coal formations, exam ining over 
P ’ mines, and he made many other tniti- 
e "il exam inations in various parts of the 
i untry. 
In 1838 he opened the Lowell 
Institute in Boston with a course of lec­ 
tures so brilliant that their efulgence has 
not a particle dimmed 
to this 
day. 
Through his influence the celebrated his­ 
torical paintings of the artist Trum bull 
were procured for Yale, as well as the 
building in which those treasures are pre­ 
served. 
Under 
the patronage of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, he was engaged 
by the Government in the first official and 
scientific inquiry in America into the cul­ 
tivation and tiie manufacture of sugar. 
Bowdoin gave him a degree of M. D., and 
M idllebury that of L.L. I). 
H e was the 
fir-t President of the American Society of 
Geologists, and a charter corporator of the 
National Academy of .Sciences. 
H e was a 
corresponding member of many scientific 
societies of E urope; 
be 
founded 
the 
A minean Jrmrval of Science, now the oldest 
s. entitle paper in the U nited States. 
H e 
was the author of many valuable works, 
and few men of our couutry contributed 
more to our scientific literature. 
H e won 
well the title bestowed upon him by Ed­ 
ward Everett—“ The Nestor of American 
Science, ’ 
In the year 1884, in front of 
Fr rnuui College at Yale, there was raised 
to his memory a splendid memorial statue 
in bronze, and it was this fine work of art 
that the whisky-laden collegians of Yale 
the other night cast ropes about and 
puiled to the ground and seriously in- 
iiiNfd. 
The outrage is everwhere keenlv 
f, it, but in the city of New Haven, the 
home of the great scientist and philan­ 
thropist, the mortification of the people 
must h? inexpressible.

w hen it should. 
W hile 
th e r e is a m eas­ 
ure of truth in w hat our c o n te m p o ra ry 
says, we think w e read it aright iu the 
first instance. 
But the later expression o f 
the Alla may be received as interpretive 
of intended [position, w ithout in any wise 
affecting the comments in which the R e c ­ 


o r d - U n i o s indulged. 
It certainly is true 
th a t the late Legislature was much and 
severely criticised by the press, and it is 
also true that there was no apparent re­ 
sult. 
Y et it is not possible to conclude 
th at the strictures indulged in did not ex­ 
ercise a restraining influence. 
“W hat 
m ight have been,” in other words, had the 
press remained silent, no man can say. 
W e are free to adm it that criticisms in­ 
dulged in with virulence and passion lost 
force and th at altogether too much lati­ 
tu d e has lieen given in latter days to the 
•average legislative correspondent of the 
m etropolitan “exponents of public opin­ 


ion.” 
They have been perm itted to usurp 
the editorial function and have been given 
rein th at very frequently led them into 
worse than extravagance. 
In short, to 
those upon the ground this has been well 
known, and 
it was early realized in 
the 
late 
session 
that 
this 
license 
affected the legislators very little, and was 
received by the public with so much allow­ 
ance as to greatly reduce the potentiality 
of really temperate, bold, just criticism. 
But this fact in no wise cuts any figure in 
the questions we discussed with the -4/to, 
and does not modify in any respect the 
opinions we expressed th at exam ination 
of the fruits of the late Legislature does 
net call for indiscrim inate assault or de­ 
fense, but for diligent and conservative 
inquiry. 
T hat “ reckless denunciation of 
public officers in general is not met or an­ 
swered by equally reckless and conse­ 
quently consciousless defense. 
T hat be­ 
tween an irresponsible vilifier of men and 
the indiscrim inate apologist there is no 
difference for disregard for the tru th ;” 
and finally, as already said, “ the highest 
office the press can fill in the interests 
of the people of 
California to-day is 
to take up the acts of the late Legislature 
and the existing adm inistration, and with 
judicial fairness separate the good from the 
bad, and thus strike a balance which will 
determ ine w hether the government of the 
people is good or bad.” 


T h e charge that the State has been 
robbed is not at all new, and it is not, as a 
general proposition, calculated to excite 
much surprise, since it may be said, as it 
was of the skinning of eels alive, the State 
is accustomed to it. 
B ut the latest in ­ 
stance of robbery is so barefaced and out­ 
rageous that it will, or should, result in 
prompt investigation, though the amount 
involved in the particular case of Mr. 
Backus is but $100. 
It appears that this 
sum of money has been drawn from the 
State Treasury in the name of th at gentle­ 
man to pay him for expenses supjiobed to 
have been incurred by him in response to 
a subpoena issued commanding his attend­ 
ance before a legislative committee. 
The 
bill on which the w arrant is based claims 
mileage for Mr. Backus from 
a southern 
county. 
Now comes that citizen with the 
offer o f § 1 0 0 reward for the detection and 
conviction 
o f the person who put up the 
“job” and got away w ith the plunder. 
I1 or, says 51 r. Backus, in effect: “I was not 
subpoenaed. I did not come to Sacram ento 
was not before any legislative committee, 
do not reside in a southern county, put in 
no bill as a witness or otherwise, received 
no money from the State, have no claim 
against it, am a resident of San Francisco, 
and am particularly anxious to lay hands 
upon the man who drew money from the 
Treasury in my name.” 
If the tracks of 
this little “job” are so covered that thev 
cannot be traced, it will be a public mis­ 
fortune, since there is reason to believe 
th at it may be the key to the disclosure of 
many other petty steals. Yet, for the sake 
of the reputation of the State, we may in­ 
dulge in the hope that the affair can he 
explained away and satisfactorily accounted 
for on the basis of a blunder. 


T h a t was wise advice the President of 
the H ungarian Chamber gave to its mem­ 
bers. th at the condition of the political 
feeling did not justify memliers in carrying 
arms. 
This was intended as a prudential 
caution, but it is not at all likely to be ob­ 
served in the Diet. 
T hat Kolman-Tisza 
was mobbed is not at all surprising. 
T hat 
official has iiad such ex[>erience frequently, 
and being as fearless as he is cruelly cal­ 
culating and firm, it need not surprise the 
country to receive news of further public 
outbreaks against him . 
T hat statesman 
has not at any tim e hesitated to strengthen 
the Government position by corrupt means, 
aud by putting on the Government thum b­ 
screws. 
H is methods of coercion and re­ 
pression throw anything the colored citi­ 
zens of the South have suffered into the 
shade. 
It wx* because of these methods 
th at Count Apponyi—incorrectly reported 
in the dispatches as Polony—representing 
the “Moderate Opposition,” has fought 
Tisza during the long reign he has en­ 
joyed. 
The [lower of the Prem ier is 
something marvelous. 
The cries of the 
l>eople against him steadily grow louder 
aud more bitter, yet at each election the 
M inister increases the Government ma­ 
jority. 
The Moderates, the Independents 
and the Anti-Sem ites do not appear to he 
able to unite against him , and between 
these three stools Tisza m aintains the 
equilibrium of his own. 
It is true th at on 
one or two occasions the Independents and 
the Anti-Semites have voted together, hut 
their alliance never had much cohesive 
¡lower. 
The hope of liberalism iu H un­ 
g ary -su ch as it is—is in the scythe of 
time, th at sotue day must gather Tisza in. 


T h e San francisco Jfsaminer is doing its 
utmost to ridicule and bring into contempt 
the adm inistration of President H arrison. 
It has resorted to the political cartoon as 
a means. 
B ut its effort falLs upon the 
public without effect. 
Such work as that 
simply disgusts decent people. 
President 
Harrison has thus far so well and fully 
met conservative public desire, has shown 
such care in selecting representatives for 
the nation and in choosing subordinate 
officials, that there is room for no criticism 
except of the order that timls fault simply 
and only from partisan motives.

AN ©BSERYANT TRAVELER. 


G lim pses o l th e W orld as Seen by a 
Sacram entan, 
George Boyne Í9 a well-known citizen of 
Sacramento. 
H e is a mechanic, with 
strong artistic tastes, of practical views, 
conservative thought and cultivated powers 
of observation. H e is of English birth, but 
emigrated from the m other country over 
thirty years ago. Some six m onths since 
he resolved to spend some portion of his 
hard-earned savings in the cost of a visit to 
his native land. H e set out, accompanied 
by his wife, and only a few days ago re­ 
turned. They did not confine their travels 
to England, however, but extended them to 
the European continent. 
Mr. Boyne went 
out to see, and being an intelligent m an he 
saw w ith his eyes open, and at his leisure. 
H e visited all the chief cities of Europe, or 
nearly all, and examined with care and 
circumspection into social and political 
conditions, into questions of 
labor, of 
wages, of moral9 and of social habits. H e 
studied, as tim e afforded, the architecture 
of the countries he visited, and viewed the 
homes of the rich and the poor alike. 
He 
satisfied his art tastes by such study as 
time allowed, in some of the famous galler­ 
ies of the world. 
He went slowly and 
often “ footed it” through 
sections 
he 
wished to see from all standpoints. The 
impressions such a m an receives are of 
especial value and m ust contribute largely 
to the proper estimates im partial readers 
desire to form. For that reason some of 
the "conversational notes” taken on the fiy 
in a chat with Mr. Boyne are here given. 
They are not adequate, however, to convey 
a coi rect idea of the renewed intensity of 
the "A m ericanism ” of Mr. Boyne. 
“ I left Sacram ento,” said'M r. Boyne, 
“ with Dr. Jew ell’s excursion party on the 
21st uf last September. 
We stopped over 
at Salt L ike City and I had a chance of 
seeing the changes that bad takeu place in 
that city since my former visit, twelve 
years ago 
1 attended the services at the 
Tabernacle and listened to a sermon by 
Mr. Nicholson, editor of the Descreí Sews. 
On my last visit the pulpit was filled by 
Bishop Cannon. I was surprised to note 
the despondent tenor of his address to the 
vast audience of 5,000 people. It was quite 
differeut from the defiant m anner of Gau- 
nou twelve years ago, when he occupied 
the sa ne pulpit. 
I saw that the new Tab­ 
ernacle had not made the progress which 
was to have been expected at that time. 
The several weeks of my stay on my 
former visit gave me an opportunity to 
draw comparisons. 
I was struck with the 
idea that Mormouism is iu rapid decline. 
The causes were to be seen on every baud. 
The Gentiles, with their num erous busi­ 
ness houses, were to be seen in all direc­ 
tions. On leaving the city in the evening 
the m ountains on our left were lit up by 
the numerous fires in smelting works prin­ 
cipally owned by Gentiles of every nation­ 
ality. This am ount of wealth 'in their 
m idst is having great effect in alteriug the 
religious character of the people. 
The 
young men of Salt Lake City were quite 
different from what they were iu former 
times. 
They were adopting the latest 
styles ot dress and the habits ot the Gen­ 
tiles. 
"A fter visiting the Chicago exhibition, 
driving through the beautiful parks of the 
city by the lake, and viewing he ewe-in­ 
spiring falls of Niagara, we reached New 
York, and sailed thence by the steamer 
Servia for 
Liverpool. 
Here we were 
struck by the poverty-stricken appearance 
of the people in the streets and around the 
wharves. 
After taking in the fine resi­ 
dence portion of the city, the museums and 
art galleries, we left for Glasgow. 
The appearance of Glasgow ¡3 ene of 
great solidity, the houses being built of 
good sized blocks of 1'reeEtone. 
The tene­ 
m ent system of houses is very peculiar. 
They are what are commonly termed fiats, 
yet the stories are approached in a kind of 
circu ar way, as if entering the towers of a 
castle. The ship building trade is very 
brisk at this time, though for years past 
there has been a great deal of stagnation. 
The crowds in the streets on Saturday 
nights were very dense. 
We visited the 
manufacturing 
town of Paisley, being 
noted for its shawl facto ies. That industry 
is now almost obliterated, and the prin­ 
cipal business is the great thread works of 
Coats & Clark. 
They are very lib-ral, and 
on every side may be seen their donations 
of statuary, etc 
It was quite a sight to see 
the thousands of operatives flocking from 
the works. 
We took a coach tide to 
see 
the famous bridge that is 
no a 
being built over the Firth of Forth, which 
Scotchmen think is the fiuest engineering 
work ot the age. It is indeed a wonderful 
structure aud a great undertaxing, 
a 
hundred lives have already been lost d..r- 
ing its construction, and a fatal accident 
occurred on the day of our visit. 
"F rom Glasgow we proceeded to Edin­ 
burgh, commonly called 1 the Athens of 
Northern Enrope," aDd found quite a dif­ 
ference in the two cities. 
The inhabitants 
of Ed’.nburgn consider themselves a su ­ 
perior ciasa cf citizens, anil look down 
upon the Glasg*j*viies os simple opera iv-c 
In fact, w heievtr you go, caste In b-t up 
continually in one shape or another. The 
Glasgowites retort: 
* If they have the 
wealth, we have the mouey,’" which is a 
truism , as one Depends on what thev t au 
make out of their visitors, while the utber 
depends on what they can make out of 
iheir manufactories. 
We visited the art 
gallery on the students' day, and were 
very much impressed witn the care that is 
now taken by the societies in encouraging 
the studies of the young people. Govern­ 
ment is assisting in the encouragement of 
art, and the effects are to be seen on every 
hand. This applies to the entire United 
Kingdom, as there are annual competitions 
and awards munificently endowed by the 
Governmi nt. 
" From Edinburgh we went to Belfast, in 
Irelai-d, and visited the hueu works, the 
chrom o printing works and other m anu­ 
facturing industries of that city. 
It is a 
thriving place, and 
everybody 
seemed 
busy, as the linen business "has been good 
for the la6t few years. 
W hat surprises the 
visitors most is the num erous soldiers to be 
met at every step. 
In fact, to the stranger 
it looks as though the city was under m ar­ 
tial law 
It was the headquarters of two 
H ighland reg ments, au English regiment 
and an Irish regiment, and the question 
tiamraliy ari.-es. what is the meaning of ail 
this? Jt is the unsettled state of the coun­ 
try. 
I found cut that reiigiou was used to 
a considerable extent to create a feeling of 
jealousy, even in Beifast. Urangeism ap­ 
peared to be ram pant in the place. A week 
previous to our visit a bazaar had been 
neid in aid of a fuud for an equestrian 
statue to be placed over the colonades of 
the I’rotesiant H all, and m y guide told me 
he thought it m ight “ come down sud­ 
denly some day." It is a pity to see a coun­ 
try like this entertaining such views as 
these, instead of doing as we do in Am er­ 
ica—allow 
everyone 
to 
pursue 
his 
own course 
without interference from 
others. 
I 
passed 
the 
various 
Irish 
towns 
in 
the 
rural 
districts 
ot Ireland ttnti' I reached Drogheda, be­ 
tween Belfast and Dublin. 
I got ac­ 
quainted on my way down, and had a long 
conversation on Irish topics with the occu­ 
pants of the carriage. 
W hen told that I 
was from America, they 
entered very 
freely into the discussion, and a person 
cannot help but be convinced that nothing 
will settle that country until home rule is 
given them . If religion was left out of the 
question, there would be no trouble in 
solving the difficulty, but the North is 
used by false theorists to oppose the South 
in obtaining selt-government. 
" I found Dublin to be a magnificent 
city. Some of the statues are very fine, 
that of O'Connell, in 
Sackville "street, 
being of the highest order and fit to be the 
pride of any city in Europe.” 
,V 
Boyne described the beauties of 
Dublin, and told of the esteem in which 
America is held by the Irish people. They 
look to America as their greatest friend 
and admire her institutions. 
He consid­ 
ered the metropolitan police of Dublin one 
of the finest bodies ot men he ever saw. 
They look upon the constabulary as m ili­ 
tan ’. and there is no love lost between the 
two bodies. 
Traveling through the manufacturing 
centers of England, Mr. Boyne found won- 
derfui changes bad taken place during the 
past thirty-tw o years. A great m any in ­ 
di': " its had been changed to meet the re­ 
quirem ents of the m arket. The great seat 
<>f the carpet-weaving industry in Y ork­ 
shire was changing into the headquarters 
for the m anufacture of silk, cotton and 
worsted poods. The Am erica" m arket be­ 
ing closed to them by the tariff, had pre­ 
vented increase iu trade in that direction. 
In conversation with a salesman of a Lon­ 
don carpet house he learned that Americans 
simply gave sm all orders to get the latest 
designs, and then had them manufactured 
in America.

General Bootu 
aDd his sons and daughters and officers 
from all parts of the United Kingdom and 
the Continent, were present. 
It was a reg­ 
ular bedlam. Booth had threatened to re ­ 
sign it they didn't contribute more libri- 
aliy. aud this was a great response. 
Two shillings admission was charged 


and Exeter H ail was crowded. The scenes 
around 
the Parnell 
investigation were 
graphically described by Mr. Boyne, also 
what he saw in Paris during the exciting 
election when General Boulanger carried 
the day. 
R eturning to this country, he witnessed 
the ceremonies of the inauguration 
ol 
President H arrison, and says that he will 
never forget the sight. Contrasting the 
crowd assembled there with those he had 
seen in Europe, he could not help but con­ 
gratulate him self that he had become an 
American citizen. 
His visit abroad had 
convinced him that this was the greatest 
country in the world, and to come here 
was the only hope of the European artisan. 
Space will not perm it of the presenta­ 
tion at this tim e of one-tenth of the inter­ 
esting things said by Mr. Boyne in regard 
to what he saw abroad and his reflections 
thereon.

THE EQlINoX. 


A H igh B aro m eter Ail O ver the C o a st- 
Fine W eath er P redicted. 
Sergeant Barwick of the Signal Service 
Station in this city, and who Ires control of 
the weather in this section of the State, was 
in high feather last evening when lie­ 
handed in the following report for publica­ 
tion : 
“ The sun crossed the equator yesterday, 
and was. therefore, eqni-distant from each 
pole of the earth. That was the day of 
sunrise that breaks the monotonous and 
long winter's night of the Arctic region 
near or at the North Tole, and brought joy 
and gladness to the nrave men who coiu- 
posec General Greely’s Arctic Expedition. 
The General, in his report, says the sun 
was first seen in March, and continued to 
rise higher and higher in the Arctic hea­ 
vens until June 21st, the longest day in the 
latitude of California, after which time it 
began to gradually but slowly go down, 
down, down, until the 21st of September, 
after which the long Arctic night of four 
sunless months has set in. and the men for 
a time gave up to solitude and low spirit­ 
edness, but only for a short time, for 
Americans never give up. The sun during 
the Arctic summer appears as one large, 
blazing, brilliant ball of fire, never rising 
very high above the polar horizon. 
“ SVhat a long and grand sunlit day that 
must be, except when interspersed with 
blizzards of rain, hail, sleet and snow! 
"While on the other band, what a gloomy 
surrounding, with the stillness of death, 
must b; an Arctic winter of four long 
months, lit up only by the moon occasion­ 
ally; ard the stars and brilliant borealis 
or northern light always, but not light 
enough to read instruments without artifi­ 
cial aid. While the sun is rising at the 
north pole, it is setting at the south, and 
the winter night coming on for that inhos- 
piliable region. 
“ How grand and awe-inspiring nmst 
such scenes be, to be witnessed by a civil­ 
ized human being ! Such a view should 
convince an unbeliever, certainly, of the 
existence of some great and all-powerful 
ruler, who holds all things in the hollow 
of his hand. Should we not all be thank­ 
ful, charitable, good and pure, that our 
lives are cast amidst pleasant scenes c.f 
almost perpetual spring, where flowers 
bloom, the birds sing, and all should be 
joyous happy and free the whole year 
round ?” 
The highest and lowest temperaiurs yes­ 
terday was 63° and 48°. with fresh to gen­ 
tle northerly wind, a high and steady oar- 
ometer. a cloudless sky. with most pleasant 
and agreeable weather, showing how 
quickly after heavy cyclonic demonstra­ 
tions the climatic features of California 
reach their normal condition. 
There now prevails i what is called in me­ 
teorological pa '.vice) a high barometrical 
or anti-cyclonic area over the Pacific slope, 
a continuation of which, we all hope, may 
be for weeks.

GONE SOUTH. 


GOVERNOR WATERMAN I.EAVES 
FOR HIS SOUTHERN HOME. 


He Pockets the Glenn County and 
Thirty-one Other B ilis- 
Bilis Signed. 


Yesterday morning Governor R. NY. 
Waterman took the south-bound train for 
his home in San Bernardino county, and 
expressed himself as being glad to get 
away from the State Capitol and the per­ 
plexities with which his office for several 
days past has been surrounded. 
At the close of office hours Wednesday 
evening he had in his possession fifty-one 
bilis, among them the State appropriation 
bill and the one creating the county of 
Glenn. All of the bills upon which he 
had not acted were of more or less im­ 
portance, and he was constantly beseiged 
by parties asking his approval to their 
claims, they bringing forward all the argu­ 
ments in their power to show him why he 
should append his signature. Wednesday 
evening he went home early and did not 
return to his office that night. 
After his departure on the early train 
yesterday there was a rush tor his office to 
see who were the lucky ones and who it 
was got left. By examination of the books 
it was ascertained that he had signed nine­ 
teen bills and that the other thirty-two 
had been smothered in his capacious 
pocket.
